Standards of Machinery 


The statemen has frequently been 
made that farm machinery is nct de- 
signed so muchias it it built by rule 
of thumb, Tne fact that practically 
all of it must do its work while tra- 
velling over the ground makes econo- 
my of power ind light ~ sight the 
first consideration. Frequently the 
factor of safety in some important 
farts js cut to too low a point as a 
result and considerable experimenting 
is required before the machine is 
equally strong in every part. It has 
been felt, however, by the manufac- 
turers and educators who are mem- 
bers of the American Soctety of Agri+ 
cultural Engineers that some basic 
prineiples could be worked out in 
connection with farm machinery, The 
committee on standards has made a 
good start in this direction, but is 
first taking up some of the minor 
problems which cause a great deal 
of grief for both maker anc. user. The 
question of standardizing parts sa 
that the cost of repairs can be re- 
cuced {is regarded one of first im- 
portance. Such matters as standard 
screw threads; height of whéel, width 
of tire and width of tread in wag: 
gons; plough sizes and shapes; sine 
gletrees, doubletrees and eveners for 
implements, are all receiving atten. 
tion by the committee, of which Prof. 
J. B. Davidson, of Iowa State College, 
is the active head. The gas engine 
is receiving {ts share of attention, 
especially in connection with a unt- 
form method of rating the horse 
power, This will apply io both sta- 
tionary and traction engines. Some 
progress is being made also in ra 
commendations for standard ignition 
apparatus.

The mou rtainous seas 
often encoun‘sred by liners in the 
North Atlantic usuaily measure about 
feet, though the upward-shoot- 
quick-falling water attains a 
greater altitude, The big waves of the 
Pacific rarely measure more 
than thirty feet, while the highest

A New Cure For Warts 

Dr. Felix Szontagh of Budapest re- 
commends a new and simple method 
of treating warts, It consists in cov- 
ering the wart and the 
skin, to the width of one 
with ordinary caoutchouc plaster and 
leaving it so covered for weeks—-even, 
if necessary, for two or three months, 
Whenever the plaster becomes loose 
it must be removed and replacec by 
a new piece. As a rule, the plaster is 
to be changed once in three or four

wart or the surrounding skin shall not 
be rubbed energetically, because irri- 
tation of the skin is not conducive to 
the disappearance of the wart.

EXPORTS OF WHEAT 


Our Nelghbor Will Have a Vast Ex- 
portable Surplus 


During the excitement of the 1911 
reciprocity campaign much discussion 
took place as to whether the United 
States was stillexporting wheat, It was 
argued by those opposed to reciprocity 
that the United States 
still had a big exportable surplus, the 
price of which was determined in the 
world’s market at Liverpool, and that, 
therefore, Canadian wheat would not 
gain anything in price by entering 
the United States market, While 
this particular feature of the contro- 
versy was never settled conclusively, 
it is interesting to note tha! a recent 
bulletin issued by the Department of 
Agriculture at Washington, dealing 
with the 1914 wheat crop of United 
States, estimates the exportable sur- 
plus of the present crop at over 
300,000,000 bushels, which is probably

| nearly twice: 4s much as the entire 


wheat crop of the Canadian Northwest, 
for the present year. The bulletin is 
as follows: 

“Department of Agriculture est!- 
mates there will be 300,000,000 
bushels of wheat available for ex- 
port. Normal requirement is 622,- 
639,000 bushels for domestic use 
plus seed requirements of 77,000,000 
bushels or total of 600,000,000. 
Present indications are that during 
the coming season domestic con- | 
sumption will be unusually large on 
account of takings for livestock 
purposes, and that exportable sur- 
plus will find a good demand 
abroad.” 

Just how Canada’s 160,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat would secure a high 
price in the United States in the face’ 
of the big export of United States als) 
ts problematical.

Hew Judge Hall Came to Punish the 
Doughty General. 

Wheu the war of 1812 was over 
vegue tumors of peace drifted into 
New Orleaus, but still Jackson did oot 
feel Justified tp revoking. the martial 
jaw, under which he bad placed the 
city. While the city was in this state 
this peculiar tneident started. A man 
numed Lounillier was tried as being 
uo spy tid was acquitted. This dis- 
pleased Jackson, and feeling that to 
the martial law he had complete com- 
munud of the city, be, in opposition to 
the court, retained Louaitilier in prison 
und sent Judge Hall out of the city 
with orders uot to return until it was 
regularly posted that peace bad been 
declired or that the enemy bad left 
the coast 

The following day came the overdue 
notice officially explaining that peace 
bad been declared and that the treaty 
bad been ratified UCpon bearing this 
Jackson revoked the martial law and 
set all bis prisoners free. Then pre 
paring to send home the detached mi- 
litia from Louisiana, Tennessee and 
Kentucky umid the greetings and dem- 
oustratious of the pulace, Judge Hall 
returned to the city, 

In order to uphold the honor, as tt

court for contempt of a babeas corpus

INCIDENTS THAT BROUGHT ON 
HISTORIC CONFLICTS 


The Cause of the Present Great World 
Struggle Can be Easily Traced, But 
All Wars Have Not Had Such: an 
Apparent Origin—Notable Cases in 


History. 

The real cause of the present war 
was undoubtedly the ambitior of 
the German nation, arising from its 
well trained and prepared condition. 

Directly the cause was the out- 
rageous demand made upon Servia 
by Austria to permit Servians  sus- 
pected of complicity in the murder 
of Archduke Ferdinand to be tried 
fn their own land by Austria offic- 
ers. The ‘involving of Russia had 
been expected, as had also the par- 
ticipation of Germany, who was cer- 
tain to attack Vrance as a_ precau- 
tionary measure, which would call 
fin Great Britain to the fray by a 
side wind, viz. the forcible German 
ertry of Belgium.

The child, aged fourteen years, was 
attacked when eight .by myxedema 
(atrophy of the thyroid gland) as a 
seque] to scarlet fever, and ever after 
}has presented all the symptoms of} 
| severe cretinism, 

Dr. Voronoff, in the presence of 
; nineteen doctors, grafted to the child's 
;neck the right lobe of the thyroid 
| gland of a large baboon, 

The child has since continued to 
grow rapidly in body and = mind. 
While formerly apatietic and silly, 
she ‘. now turbulent and sharp. 

This is the first time that grafting 
of an organ from an animal to a 
;human being has been accomplished 
| with success, : 

A number of previous attempts 
| were made by Dr. Alexis Carrel, of 


jthe Rockefeller Institute, of New 
| York, but all failed. 
It is believed that the operation 


may become common, and that num- 
}bers of cretins and imbeciles now 
leading a purely vegetative existence 
may be transformed into useful mem- 
bers of society.

THE VALUE OF OUR 
PUBLIC HIGHWAYS 


FIRST ROADS WERE iMADE FOR 
MILITARY PURPOSES 


Romans Were the Pioneers i'n 
Road Building, and Abundant Proof 
of Their Enduring Quality is Af- 
forded in Roads Now Extant. 


Because they got over the difficul- 
ties of levels most easily that way 
and on account of the general habit 
of using the waterways as by-ways, 
the first roads usually followed along 
the banks of rivers, 

It is so today in Canada. It 
been the rule in all the ages, But 
although that might answer well, 
when the trapper or hunter made 
chief use of the roads, it was differ. 
ent when armies had to be moved, 
and moved expeditiously. The short 
roads, wide and hard, became neces- 
sary, 

Because Rome was essentially a 
military nation, the Romans were 
great road builders, as had heen the 
disciplined Pers‘ans and Assyrians 
before them, 

The Roman roads were the first 
real highways, and abundant proof 
of their enduring quality is afford- 
ed by the extensive remains that 
have been found in different parts 
of the country. The Roman engincer, 
chose high ground wherever he could, 
and he built his road high above the 
surface of the jand through which 
he was marking it. His first object 
was to make a path hketween two 
points, so that troops could march 
from one to the other as quickly and 
as easily as possible. 

The Roman  road-makers, there 
fore, set out with the definite idea 
of making a road from one camp or 
military station to another. 

The fact tha‘ the roads which the 
Roman engineer drove through wood 
and valley are, even after nineteen 


has 


;centurles have passed, so frequentiy 


found to be in a good state of preser- 
vation, speaks volumes for the thor: 
oughness of the workmanship and 
the excellence of the materials which 
went to their making. Roman meth- 
ods of road-making were different 
from those in vogue today, but were 
sound and were well carried out. 
First two parrallel ditches were cut, 
marking the edges of the propcsed 
roadway. On the sofl between tho 
ditches was laid a layer of rubble 
stones about 5 inches deep; next a 
layer of concrete or stones mixed 
with lime and 16 inches deep; over 
that another 10 inches or so of nu- 
cleus—fine pounded matet.al mixed 
with lime; and finally the top or back, 
which was made of paving stones, four 
or five irches thick, and cement:sa 
together, 

Of course, the methods of the Ro- 
man road makers varied somewhat. 
Like the sensible, practical men they 
were, they used the indteria) that 
was ready to hand. ‘Thus, In the 
chalky soil of Kent, sections of the 
Roman road show it to have been 
made of alternat>? layers of chalk 


and gravel and flint. Then again 
when marshy ground had to be 
crossed, the Romans built a cause- 


way consisting of six strata or lay- 
ers, based on marsh mud, with piles 
about four feet In length and wood 
laid above them. 

The odvent of the stage coach 
showed the possibilities of quicker 
transit, and, incidentally, the neces- 
sity of improving the roads. Al- 
though as early as 1663 an act was 
passed authorizing the first toll-gates 
or turnpikes to be erected, this only 
applied to the Great North Road,

The Navajus are the least gregarious 
of native Americun tribes, never cone 
gregating in towus and vilages and 
never forming permanent communk 
ties. Their homes, culled boguus, are 
mere hovels, built of stones or the 
trunks and limbs of trees, with round. 
ed roofs thickly covered with earth 
A smoke vent in the roof and a door 
wuy in the side ure the only means of 
ventilation. In cold weather t: °@ 
cavelike structures are kept tighdy 
closed, so that no one but an Indian 
could live in them ut all. 

But when springtime comes the 
Navajo squaw constructs a summer 
cottuge, sometimes consisting of no 
more than a windbreak of sagebrush 
ground a circular clear space. Some= 
mes the summer hogan is a shady 
bower under a desert cedar tree, with 
leafy branches piled around as a meas 
ure of protection against winds and 
sandstorms. Sometimes it is a shelter 
formed by the utilizution of old pieces 
of canvas, sheet iron and otber cast 
away material picked up around the 
refuse dumps of the railroad towns, 
In any event, the dwellers in the sum 
mer hogans are practically in the open 
all the time. Fresh air is never for @ 
momeut excluded.—Christian Herald,
